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Wildlife  refuges  maintained  by  the  Bureau  of  Biological  Survey  now  num¬ 
ber  107.  All  species  of  wild  animals  and  birds  are  protected  on  these  areas, 
although  7  are  maintained  primarily  for  big  game.  Included  among  the  bird 
refuges  are  those  for  migratory  birds  established  under  the  Migratory  Bird 
Conservation  Act  of  February  18,  1929  (!J.  S.  Code,  title  16,  sec.  715),  which 
provides  for  the  acquisition  of  lands  suitable  ~s  feeding,  resting,  and  breed¬ 
ing  grounds  for  the  various  species. 


There  are  also  represented  the  beginnings  of  the  refuges  being  estab¬ 
lished  with  emergency  funds  under  the  migratory-waterfowl  restoration  program 
inaugurated  in  1934,  namely  the  Blitzcn  Valley  addition  to  the  Lake  Malheur 
Refuge,  Greg.;  the  Lake  Mattamuskeet  Refuge,  N.  C. ;  and  the  Bull  Island  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  Cape  Roma  in  Refuge,  S.  C.
